acter. There were a n^ber of col¬ 
lectors yet to be heard from, whose? 
returns it* was estimated would be about 
and these with the. $a,000 appro¬ 
priation asked for would make a total 
of $9,000 in sight, aod leave a deficit of 
$2,000 yet to be raised by' subscrip¬ 
tion. , 

It was the intention of the committee, 
Mr. McCroddan said, to make the cele- 
brtitjon one that the people would be 
proud of, but at the same time there 
would be no extravagant expenditures of 
money. 

The committee in outlining its plans, 
be said, had borne in mind that Bloom¬ 
field was not a community of wealthy 
people aod had planed its work to keep 
within the means Of the people. 

Public sentiment, be said, had been 
^^onneed as to appropriateness of the 
council voting an appropriation to the 
celebration fund and there was, so far 
■as learned, a unanimous sentiment in 
favor of it 

’One feature of the celebratiou that 
made it particularly appropriate that 
the local government should assist in 
the expense was the large and important 
part that the children of ^o^wn wooM 
' ixkr the celebration,, m It waA,.efti»

Allison Dodd followed Mr. McCroddan 
and he said that citizens might ask why 
it was that so mtKh money'was being 
spent in the celebration of the town’s 
centennial, and he «aid that he thought 
they should be informed that nearly 
one-half of the ^ount to be raised 
would go towards a Soldiers’ and Sailors' 
Monment that would be a perpetual fea- 
. ture of the affair. 

Mr. Dodd, alluded to the large qvota 
of men who went frOm this towp as 
soldiers in the Civil War, and no fitting 
tribute of a ^public character had yet 
been made by the people of the town 
to the memory c>f those men. The 
centennial celebration* offered an ex¬ 
cellent opportunity to express that ap¬ 
preciation in a lasting manner. Men of 
means in the town, Mr. Dodd said, bad 
been liberal' in their contributions to 
both the, monument project and the cele¬ 
bration. 

Howard B. Davis suggested that the 
council might regard au appropriation 
to the centemfial fund not as an ex¬ 
pense, but as an investment He be¬ 
lieved that the town was going to reap a 
profit hi benefits from the affair. 
Thousands of people were coming here 
and many might be pleased to come and 
make their homes here. Mr. Davis cited 
instances where other municipalities 
were s]>ending thousands of dollars, not 
in centennial celebrations, but in special 
affairs gotten up fior th^ pun>ose of ad¬ 
vertising those places and drawing the 
people there. Mr. Davis said that be 
was confident that a large part of the ex- 
pcn<i(|ture would come back in benefits 
to the town.

BUSINLATIf^S. 

AddrcM by F. M. Haakell on 
Head of Simpler Xaww fbr TreoMo- 
Uea of Boelnese. 


F. W. Haskell, son of Benjamin 
Haskell *of this town and president of 
the Carboruadum Company of Niagara 
Palls, N. Y., recently deh'vered an ad¬ 
dress before the Men's Dub of the 
Church of thg Asceoskm, Buffalo, N. Y., 
on the need iof reoeganization in busi¬ 
ness to conform to present laws. Mr. 
Haskell spoke as follows: 

“Mr. President aod Members of the 
Men's Club:, 

“How can business be reorganised so 
as to avoid the evils of competition, the 
oppression of combtn^ons, insure juster 
condittcMis for those hot in combination 
axKl safeguard the consumer? « 

^n my opinion, no reorganization of 
business is necessary for the safeguard¬ 
ing of society, and no reorganization is 
desirable in the interests of business it¬ 
self. It is,' I presume,' hardly neces¬ 
sary for me to say that all business 
operations should be obliged to be con¬ 
ducted honestly; but this is a matter 
whidi is, or should be, fully covered by 
the**ordinary laws of the land' and has 
nothing to do with business organiza¬ 
tion. 

“In morals there is no middle ground. 
An action is right or it is wrong, and 
compromise is impdisible. ' In matters 
of economics and expediency, however, 
a course midway between the extremes 
urged by their advocates is generally 
the safest one to follow. 

“During the pawt ten, and more par¬ 
ticularly during the past five, years there 
has bem a rapidly growing belief that 
about everything connected with busi¬ 
ness operations is altogether wrong. 
And where the business operations have 
been successful this belief has amounted 
to certainty. I do not believe that busi¬ 
ness organization and methods are ideal 
nor beyond criticism, but I feel ever 
more certain that they are not desperately 
bad, that they do not work oppression 
to the masses and that they are not in 
need of radical nor violent reorganiza¬ 
tion. 

“It is a generally accepted fact that 
history cannot be properly written by 
those who make history. Distance in 
time is just as necessary as distance 
in space to form the perspective with¬ 
out which the written or painted picture 
is either distorted or meaningless. 

“h is human nature for each one to

bis kccc^t Afid said that he was 
frequeady coiisultefi by brnWens in re¬ 
gard to provisions €>f the building or¬ 
dinance, and that was due .to his being 
eng^ed in the lumber business.

Mr. Kocher said that muni- 
cbipalities had the right to make their 
own building ordinances, but they could 
not insert in them any provisions that 
eliminated the requirements of the State 
law. They could go beyond the re¬ 
quirements of that law, but not below 
them. . I

The Mayor to the Citizens. 

. Mayor Hauser took occasion to make 
a statement Monday night that he de¬ 
sired should be given publicity and given 
attention by every resident of the town, 
and that was to the effect that all the 
residents of the town should constitute 
themselves a committee of the whole to 
put the town in first-class order for the 
centennial celebration week. The' mayor 
has made more than one allusion to the 
necessity of united and harmonious 
action along this line'since the centennial 
movement started, and ba gave special 
•emphasis to it'Monday night 

The mayor has in miiad the practical 
benefit that will accrue to the town by 
the inqiression that is ni%de on visitors 
here during centennial wedc, if they get 
the impression that this is a pleasant 
town to live in. 

Bloomfield will bd op<9& to inspection' 
during centennial weel^ and the mayor 
is anxious that the visitors shall, be 
pleased, not so much by the pageantry 
of the centennial as by the general 
manifeitadon of dvic pride and order 
that w:Jl appeal to visitors. 

The mayor expressed regret that the 
confustxi condition of appearances at 
the railway statiems, ■'vhere improve¬ 
ments have been going on, could not 
be entirely eliminated before centennial 
week. The mayor's suggestion tiiat every 
dtizen do his duty in making the town 
particularly attractive during centennial 
week is along the right line, and it is 
the way to turn the moa^ OKpended in 
the celAration to proftaUe account. 

There should be a. i^eneral cleas-op 
week just prior to centennial week. It 
is a matter in which much depends 
t^KHi individual enterprise.

“When I was a small bo}- I remember 
hearing my father and his friends agree¬ 
ing among themselves that the oppor¬ 
tunities enjoyed by their fathers were 
gone forever, and ^at big fortunes were 
no longer to be picked up in the streets. 

“When I first lentered business life 
my fellow clerks and myself used to 
bemoan the fate that the opportunities 
enjoyed by our fathers had gone, never 
to return, and that big fortunes could 
no longer be achieved. 

“And to-day, young men solemnly tell 
me that the opportunities which sur¬ 
rounded men of my generation do not 
exist at the present time and that big 
fortunes are all monopolized by the 
selfish lot of men who now have them. 

“There is no question but that each 
of these three generations was (en¬ 
tirely sincere in thinking that fate had 
suddenly and cruelly closed the doors on 
opportunity just in time to shut them 
out, and in spite of this it requires ho 
word of mine to show you that oppor¬ 
tunities have grown'more frequent and 
fortunes have grown larger with each 
succeeding generation. 

“Discontent is one of the most 
thoroughly diffused of all human emo¬ 
tions. This is probably a wise dis¬ 
pensation, for it has truly been said 
that discontent is the'motive which has 
produced all progress. Before, how¬ 
ever/ we begin to feel unduly virtuous 
in the knowledge that we are dis¬ 
contented, it will be well to realize that 
there are two grand divisions of dis¬ 
content, and to ask ourselves with which 
one of the two brands we are inocQhU.;d. 

“The discontent which takes the form 
of dissatisfaction with, our own oon- 
d^ons, which realizes we have not made 
the most of our opportunities and which 
results in new and better and greater 
effort in order to lift ourselves out of 
our surroundings and place ourselves 
among better ones^ is the commendable 
discontent that makes for progress. 

“I am afraid, however, that the dis¬ 
content of many peo{de is the ignoble 
and worse than useless kind that, in¬ 
stead of being dissatisfaction with one's 
self, is envy towards some more soc- 
cessftil man; that instead of promf^tisg 
thosjifting op of one's self, for its 
obj^ the puUing down of one's iKigb- 
bor.' 

“One land of discontent is con¬ 
structive. The other is destmetireL 
Think it over carefidly, and if yon 
have either brand, be kire it is tiie right 
one. SwaUow the tonic, bat shun the 
poison.

Mr. Hnsimel, reporting for tb# rah- 
road and transportation committae. At 
the Tdwn Council meeting Monday night 
said the committee had held a con¬ 
ference with Gcucral E. W. Ham of 
the Public Service Corporation in re¬ 
gard to ttfACt railway matters beie, but 
the coaferfnee was not productive of any 
definite results. General Hine, on the 
part of the wlway company, renewed 
the request for a double track <m a part 
of Glenwt^ avenue and offered the 
same coniiMeration that ^ was offered 
'when * the matter was 'prtVious^ con¬ 
sidered and voted down by the oovmciL 

Mr. Murray of the committee said 
that the request for the extension of the 
Broad streetjpe bad ag^. been pressed 
by the consanittee and made a part of the 
town’s return for the concession asked 
by the company on Glenwood avenue, 
but General Hine said that the com¬ 
pany would not undertake any exten¬ 
sion its lines in the Brookdale di- 
rectiqjl ' imtil the Morris canal was 
aband^ed. Mr. Murray said that per¬ 
sonally he could not see where any 
great benefit would result to the travel¬ 
ling public hdTe from the small section 
of double track that the company was 
seeking on GIcnwoody avenue, and he 
could not understand why the company 
was so persistent for it, unless It was 
a part of some plan that was in view 
and had not been fully revealed. In 
so far as the town was benefited by what 
the company offered, Mr. Murray did not 
think it was of sufficient importance for 
the town to yield to the company with¬ 
out getting something of more practical 
benefit. 

Making the franchise of the Brpok- 
dale extension dependent upon the aban¬ 
donment of the Morris canal was, in Mr. 
Murray’s opinion, too indefinite a con¬ 
sideration for the town to aocept in 
return for something that was evi-j 
dently going to be -of practical benefit 
to the company. 

General Hine has evidently shifted his 
position in the Brookdale extension 
negotiations. When the matter was 
under conaideration before, it was the 
limited franchise act that''fee general 
cited as being the obstacle againid an ex¬ 
tension to Brookdale.

has bedl Ac political issue ma% years 
now and is largely looked u^on as a 
joker in political party platforms, and 
it is a reproach to the patience of the 
people of the northern section of this 
town to tell them that there is no hope 
for transit facilities there until the canal 
is abandoned. 

Even assuming that the canal may be 
abandoned within a few years and the 
Public Service Corporation gets pos¬ 
session of the canal bed for a high 
speed' railway, that will not serve the 
purpose that is sought in having the 
Broad street line extended along Broad 
street into Brookdale. 

The high speed line will be of no ad¬ 
vantage to local business interests and 
will not bring a remote sectioo of the 
town in closer communication with its 
business centre. It is that factor that 
is of essential importance, from a local 
standpoint, in any consideratioo of the 
extension of the trolley lines. The 
Public Service Corporation cannot be ex¬ 
pected to take that narrow view of the 
matter. It is Newark, the coonty busi¬ 
ness centre, that is the paramount 'bbject 
with the company in considering trolley 
transportation. Bloomfield Qentre is, 
perhaps, too small a factor wifft it to be 
made a basis for trolley exteniton plans, 
and the promotion and protection of 
local business interests is dependent upon 
the shrewdness, vigilance and firmness of 
the local authorities, who represent the 
town in negotiations with the street rail¬ 
way comfiany.' Trolley tranfportation 
is not a long estaUished institution. A 
desire to foster and encourage it when 
it was in an experimental atage, not 
many years ago, led to an excusable 
libexality in the granting of oouccssiofis. 
The credulity of the public was perhaps 
taken advantage of in some respects, 
bat the people do not fall'so epsily now. 
The promotion of r^way interests is 
now met with a matoal policy of cooc^ 
skms, and they do not coasider,4t beneatii 
thdr ifignity to'sometimes sivrender to 
the pohlic.

Nomerous resohitioos for street and 
sidewalk improvements w er e adopted at 
the Town Council meetii^ Monday 
night Me. Hummel introdoced resoln- 
tiwis for’ paving Willow str s H *froca 
Orange street u> Ntlsoo place, for pav> 
ing Orange street from Crou street to 
Dodd street, for paving Watsessing ave¬ 
nue from Charles street to Orange street* 
and for paving Molter place. 

The specificatioos calM for concrete 
asphalt or hot tir mixture and other 
concrete pavingwiartures, and on motion 
of Mr. Albinson bitnfithic wai algff 
added to the spedficatioos. 

‘ In commenting on the Orange street 
paving work, Mr. Murray said that 
owing to' the steep approadica to tim 
Orange street railroad bridge oonaidera- 
tion should be given to tiie horses that 
wogld have to draw heavy loads up 
these approaches, and a pavement 
should be used that would insure the 
horses a safe and firm footing under 
all conditions of weather; and while 
the asphalt pavement made a nice ap¬ 
pearance he questioned the advisability 
of its use on steep grades, owing to 
the danger of horses slipping. 

Mr. Hummel said that the road com¬ 
mittee had inspected some of* the steep 
grades on Newark streets where 
bitulithic pavement had been used and 
had found it to be very satisfactory and 
more favorable to horses than granite 
block and other pavements. 

Mr. Murray in referring to the sped- 
fications named in the road committee’s 
resolution, favored more open speci¬ 
fications, including both brick and wood 
block pavement in order to give the town 
the benefit of competition for the work. 

Mr. Hummel said that the reason for 
adopting the specifications named was 
le to the fact that the streets named 
were all approaches to the Lackawanna 
railroad bridges and the railroad com¬ 
pany was going to use a concrete pave¬ 
ment on its bridges, and it was thought 
that the street pavement should be in 
harmony with it 

Mr. Hummel presented a petition for 
bitulitiiic pavement in 

the cost of pavings that ttreet will hfvo 
to- be paid for by the Sown,, and as the 
street was not a residential one. Mayor 
Hauser suggested the use of a cheaper 
class of pavement on that street _ 

Mr. Hummel said that in course of 
' time Conger street was destined to carry 
the heaviest traffic of any street in tha 
town. 

There was another reason, the mayor 
said, why a different pavement should bo 
used. 

We have nothing in this town to com¬ 
pare with Market street in Newark in 
point of traffic, Mr. Hummel said, and 
bitulithic was used there. The reso¬ 
lution to pave the street in accordanco 
with the petition of property - owners 
was adopted. 

Mr. Albinson of the sidewalk com¬ 
mittee introduced resolntions for con¬ 
crete sidewalk and curb on both sides 
of Willow street from Qrange street to 
Nelson street, concrete sidewalk and 
curb on both sides of Conger street 
from Glenwood avenue to Bloomfield 
avenue, concrete walk and curb on both 
sides of Grace street, concrete waDg 
curb and gutter on both sides of Dela¬ 
ware avenue, concrete walk and curb on 
both sides of Orange street from Ooss 
street to Dodd street, concrete walk and 
curb on both rides of Watsessing ave¬ 
nue from Charles street to Orange 
street, ccmcrete walk and curb on Dodd 
street, from Orange street to the East 
Orange line, and ooocrete walk aad curb 
on Washington ^ect from Thomas to 
Franklin street.
